Claim Rejections ~ 35 USC 132 

4. The amendment filed 6/4/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces new 
matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new matter 
into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the original 
disclosure is as follows: an operating system layer. Applicant is required to cancel the new 
matter in the reply to this Office Action, [i.e. "an operating system layer" is not disclose in the 
specification] 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 112 

5. Claims 1, 55, 58, 60 and 61-63 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
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claimed invention. As per claims I (lines 9-10), 55 (8-9), 58 (lines 8-9), 60 (lines 10-1 1) and 61- 
63 (lines 10-1 1), it is unclear what is "an operating system layer". 



CONCLUSION 

6. Applicant's arguments, see page 16-24 of the remarks, filed 3/21/05, with respect to 
claims 1-19 and 21-63 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejection of claims 1-19 and 21-63 has been withdrawn. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
